Tow, for the resolution stands on a
motion to reconsider, After all, they
might decline to sceept the suggestion,
and thus thwart the proposed reform.
Even though the resolut.on should
eventually fall there (s authority Zfor
saylng that the judges might adopt
the new dress of thelr own motion, and
to bring about the consummation
wished for |In andbther wuay, The
rmendment of the Delegate from Cul-
peper providing that the Jjudges be
ulko requesteéd to wear wigs was not
1nken geriously.
